At least 19 killed as 6.9 quake rocks Priest sex abuse victims 
India, Nepal rally in Catholic Poland

GUWAHATI (AFP) - A strong 
6.9-magnitude earthquake hit 
northeast India yesterday, 
killing at least 19 people, in¬ 
cluding three caught in a wall 
collapse at the British Embassy 
in neighbouring Nepal. 

The quake was felt across a 
wide region after it struck the 
small, landlocked Himalayan 
state of Sikkim — which bor¬ 
ders Nepal, Bhutan and Tibet - 
- at about 6:10pm (1240 
GMT), according to the US 
Geological Survey. 

The epicenter was just over 
60 kilometers (40 miles) north¬ 
west of the Sikkim state capital 
Gangtok, where at least 60 
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people were in¬ 
jured and the town 
was plunged into 
darkness by a 
power cut after the 
quake. 

"There is no 
electricity. Every¬ 
body is out on the 
road," Gangtok 
resident C.K. 

Dahal told the 
CNN-IBN televi¬ 
sion news channel. 

"We all ran out 
our houses, some 
even jumped out 
of their windows. 

You can see some 
buildings that have 
developed cracks," 
he added. 

Tremors were 
felt in Nepal, 

Bhutan, Bangla¬ 
desh and the In¬ 
dian cities of 
Guwahati and Kolkata, as well 
as 1,000 kilometres away in 
the Indian capital New Delhi. 

In Nepal, police said three 
people were killed, including a 
motorcyclist and his eight- 
year-old daughter, when a wall 
collapsed at the British Em¬ 
bassy compound in the capital 
Kathmandu, 270 kilometers 
west of the epicenter. 

"Another two died in a se¬ 
parate incident in eastern 
Nepal," national police 
spokesman Binod Singh told 
AFP. 

A budget debate in Nepal's 
parliament was stalled for 15 
minutes while lawmakers leapt 
to their feet and fled the cham¬ 
ber as the entire building 
shook. 

Telephone landlines to 
Sikkim, India's least populous 
state, were knocked out and 
mobile networks were 
swamped, making communi¬ 
cation with the affected area 
difficult. 

The quake was followed by 
two strong aftershocks, one 
with a magnitude of 6.1, and 


the death toll may rise as re¬ 
ports arrive from remote com¬ 
munities. 

Sikkim Chief Secretary 
Karma Gyatso told AFP that 
five people had been killed and 
60 injured in and around 
Gangtok as the result of mud¬ 
slides, building collapses and 
falling debris. 

"We have reports of dozens 
of collapsed houses, and roads 
to many towns have been 
blocked by landslides," Gyatso 
said. 

Nine other people died in 
India, including one reportedly 
killed in a stampede by pa¬ 
nicked residents in Bihar state 
and four who were buried 
when a house fell down near 
Darjeeling. 

In New Delhi, Prime Min¬ 
ister Manmohan Singh called 
an emergency meeting of the 
National Disaster Management 
Authority, and Cabinet Secre¬ 
tary Aj it Seth said that air force 
planes carrying rescue teams 
and relief supplies had been 
despatched to Sikkim. 


WARSAW (AFP) - An interna¬ 
tional group representing vic¬ 
tims of sexual abuse by 
Catholic priests rallied in cen¬ 
tral Warsaw yesterday to high¬ 
light the issue in the devoutly 
Roman Catholic country. 

"It would be naive to think 
that there are no victims of sex¬ 
ual crimes by Polish priests. 
We suspect that there are chil¬ 
dren who have been violated 
and raped," SNAP president 
Barbara Blaine told AFP. 

"We're here to reach out to 
the victims, so they know 
about organisations like 
SNAP," she said, referring to 
the Chicago-based Survivors 
Network of those Abused by 
Priests (SNAP). 

The organisation has asked 
the International Criminal 
Court (ICC) to prosecute Pope 
Benedict XVI and three other 
Vatican officials for crimes 
against humanity for "their di¬ 
rect and superior responsibility 
for the crimes against huma¬ 
nity of rape and other sexual 
violence committed around the 
world." 

"Crimes against tens of 
thousands of victims, most of

them children, are being co¬ 
vered up by officials at the 
highest level of the Vatican," 
Pam Spees, a lawyer for the 
group said in a statement. 

"Paedophiles in the church. 
We want the truth," read a ban¬ 
ner held by SNAP representa¬ 
tives who rallied and dis¬ 
tributed pamphlets outside the 
imposing Holy Cross church 
near Warsaw's Old Town. 

The protest drew flak from 
some some of the faithful lea¬ 
ving after Sunday prayers. 

"It's a lie to accuse Polish 
priest. Go to the US or Eng¬ 
land to protest," exclaimed Al- 
icja Krawczyk. 

According to Blaine, similar 
attitudes of denial were preva¬ 
lent for years in the United 
States and Britain when the 
taboo issue was initially raised. 

"Poland is at the beginning 
of a long road," Blaine, who 
founded SNAP in 1988, said. 

SNAP representatives are 
currently on a European tour to 
raise awareness of their cause 
having already made stops 
several European capitals in¬ 
cluding Brussels, Berlin, Paris 
and Vienna before Warsaw.

Peru to beef up Joran 
van der Sloot charges 


LIMA, Peru — Peru’s Public 
Prosecutor has been ordered to 
reconsider the charges is has 
brought against Dutchman 
Joran van der Sloot, who is ac¬ 
cused of killing Peruvian stu¬ 
dent Stephany Flores in his 
Lima hotel room on 30 May 
2010. 

At the first public hearing, 
on 12 September 2011, Mr Van 
der Sloot was charged with 
murder and robbery. The Pub¬ 
lic Prosecutor called for a 30- 
year jail sentence and damages 
of 50,000 euros. 

The lawyer for the victim’s 
family said the charges should 
not be “murder followed by 
robbery” but “robbery fol¬ 
lowed by murder”, which car¬ 
ries a life sentence. He also 
rejected the 50,000 euro com¬ 
pensation as insufficient. 

The judge hearing the case 
has instmcted the Public Prose¬ 
cutor to reformulate the charges, 



which will delay the trial. 

By December, Mr Van der 
Sloot will have been held on 
remand for the maximum 18 
months allowed under Peru¬ 
vian law. This could mean he 
will be released and await the 
remainder of his trial as a free 
person. The Public Prosecutor, 
however, can request an exten¬ 
sion of his pre-trial detention.

Online gamers crack 
AIDS enzyme puzzle

PARIS (AFP) - Online 
gamers have achieved a feat 
beyond the realm of Second 
Life or Dungeons and Drag¬ 
ons: they have deciphered the 
structure of an enzyme of an 
AIDS-like virus that had 
thwarted scientists for a 
decade. 

The exploit is published 
on Sunday in the journal Na¬ 
ture Structural & Molecular 
Biology, where — exception¬ 
ally in scientific publishing - 
- both gamers and researchers 
are honoured as co-authors. 

Their target was a 
monomeric protease enzyme, 
a cutting agent in the com¬ 
plex molecular tailoring of 
retroviruses, a family that in¬ 
cludes HIV. 

Figuring out the structure 
of proteins is vital for under¬ 
standing the causes of many 
diseases and developing 
drugs to block them. 

But a microscope gives 
only a flat image of what to 
the outsider looks like a plate 
of one-dimensional scrun- 
ched-up spaghetti. Pharma¬ 
cologists, though, need a 3-D 
picture that "unfolds” the 
molecule and rotates it in 
order to reveal potential tar¬ 
gets for drugs. 

This is where Foldit 
comes in. 

Developed in 2008 by the 
University of Washington, it 
is a fun-for-purpose video 
game in which gamers, di¬ 
vided into competing groups, 
compete to unfold chains of 
amino acids — the building 


blocks of proteins — using a 
set of online tools. 

To the astonishment of the 
scientists, the gamers pro¬ 
duced an accurate model of 
the enzyme in just three 
weeks. 

Cracking the enzyme 
"provides new insights for 
the design of antiretroviral 
drugs," says the study, refer¬ 
ring to the lifeline medication 
against the human immunod¬ 
eficiency virus (HIV). 

It is believed to be the first 
time that gamers have re¬ 
solved a long-standing scien¬ 
tific problem. 

"We wanted to see if 
human intuition could suc¬ 
ceed where automated meth¬ 
ods had failed," Firas Khatib 
of the university's biochem¬ 
istry lab said in a press release. 

"The ingenuity of game 
players is a formidable force 
that, if properly directed, can 
be used to solve a wide range 
of scientific problems." 

One of Foldit's creators, 
Seth Cooper, explained why 
gamers had succeeded where 
computers had failed. 

"People have spatial rea¬ 
soning skills, something 
computers are not yet good 
at," he said. 

"Games provide a frame¬ 
work for bringing together 
the strengths of computers 
and humans. The results in 
this week's paper show that 
gaming, science and compu¬ 
tation can be combined to 
make advances that were not 
possible before."

US satellite 
may crash 
back to Earth 
Sept 23: NASA 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
20-year-old satellite that 
measured the ozone layer is 
expected to crash back to 
Earth late this week, but 
NASA said recently it still 
does not know where it will 
fall. 

The US space agency 
stressed that the risk to pub¬ 
lic safety from the Upper 
Atmosphere Research 
Satellite (UARS) is "ex¬ 
tremely small," and said that 
most, but not all, of the gear 
will bum up on re-entry into 
Earth's atmosphere. 

"Re-entry is expected 
Sept. 23, plus or minus a 
day. The re-entry of UARS 
is advancing because of a 
sharp increase in solar activ¬ 
ity since the beginning of 
last week," NASA said in a 
brief update on its website. 

The 35 by 15 foot (three 
by 10 meter) spacecraft 
weighed 13,000 pounds 
(5,900 kilograms) and toted 
10 scientific instmments for 
measuring wind, tempera¬ 
ture and ozone chemistry. It 
was officially decommis¬ 
sioned in 2005. 

It also urged anyone who 
comes across what they be¬ 
lieve may be space debris 
not to touch it, but to call 
authorities for assistance. 


China clones castrated quake 
hero pig 



CHINA — A heroic pig who 
survived more than a month 
buried under mbble after the 
2008 earthquake in China's 
Sichuan province has been 
successfully cloned, accord¬ 
ing to a report Sunday. 

Scientists in the southern 
city of Shenzhen performed the 
experiment on Zhu Jianqiang, 
or "Strong-Willed Pig", and 
produced six offspring with 
DNA identical to their dad, 
who was hailed as a national 
hero following his harrowing 
ordeal, the Sunday Morning 


Post reported. 

The births over 
the past few weeks 
of six piglets hap¬ 
pened even though 
Zhu had been cas¬ 
trated before the 
quake, suffered se¬ 
vere trauma from 
being buried for 36 
days, and is five 
years old - or about 
60 in human terms. 

"But the wonderful pig 
surprised us again," Du 
Yutao, the leader of the 
cloning project, told the Post. 

The 330-pound (150 kilo¬ 
gram) hog reportedly sur¬ 
vived in the mins of its sty by 
chewing charcoal and drink¬ 
ing rainwater. 

His offspring reportedly 
bear a striking resemblance to 
their dad, including a birth¬ 
mark between their eyes, the 
Post reported.

otic-resistant bacteria world¬ 
wide is clearly the hot topic 
because one can observe bac¬ 
teria becoming more resistant 
everywhere,” and more fre¬ 
quently outside of hospitals, 
said Doctor Laurent Poirel, a 
specialist in infectious dis¬ 


British surgeons separate 
conjoined Sudanese twins 


eases at Kremlin-Bicetre 
Hospital near Paris. 

Many studies of such bac¬ 
teria are presented to the 51 st 
convention of the Inter¬ 
science Conference on An¬ 
timicrobial Agents and 
Chemotherapy (ICAAC), 
which brought together 9,000 
participants, including 6,000 
researchers from around the 
world. 

"If we do not do some¬ 
thing soon, we will lose the 
war against microbial resist¬ 
ance, which would pave the 
way to the next pandemic,” 
warned Doctor Jean Cardet, 
consultant to the World 
Health Organization, which 
in April launched an initiative 
against it, advocating moder¬ 
ate use of antibiotics. 

Cardet cited the E.coli 
bacteria responsible for the 
deaths of 51 people this year 
in Europe, especially in Ger¬ 
many, where it displayed 
super-resistance. 

It was similar to the super¬ 
bacteria that last year came 
from India and was named 
NDM-1. 

In fact, the bacteria had a 
gene that produces an en¬ 
zyme capable of destroying 
antibiotics, a mechanism that 
is now observed in other mi¬ 
crobes. 

Speaking to AFP in 
Chicago, Doctor Cardet cau¬ 
tioned that it was important to 
make a distinction between 
bacteria known as Gram-pos¬ 
itive such as golden staphylo¬ 
coccus and Gram-negative, 
such as E.coli, salmonella 
and pseudomonas. 

The latter account for 60 
percent of all infections and 
have been the pathogens 
against which the ’’current ar¬ 
senal of antibiotics has had 
the greatest difficulty cop¬ 
ing.”

UBS revises rogue trading 
loss upwards to $2.3 bn 


GENEVA (AFP) - Swiss ban¬ 
king giant UBS yesterday re¬ 
vised losses due to rogue 
trading upwards to $2.3 billion 
but the bank's chief executive 
insisted he would not resign, 
saying he bore no guilt. 

In its first statement after 
Thursday morning's announce¬ 
ment on the rogue trades, the 
bank revealed that the losses 
previously estimated at $2 bil¬ 
lion arose from unauthorised 
speculative trading in S&P500, 
DAX and EuroStoxx index fu¬ 
tures. 

The true magnitude of the 
risk exposure had been hidden 
through "fictitious" positions 
allegedly executed by the 
trader, the bank said. 

"These fictitious trades con¬ 
cealed the fact that the index 
futures trades violated UBS's 
risk limits," it said, adding that 
the trades — carried out over 
the last three months — have 
now been unwound and the si¬ 
tuation brought back to normal. 

"We have now covered the 
risk resulting from the unau¬ 
thorized trading, and the equi¬ 
ties business is again operating 
normally within its previously 
defined risk limits," it said, un¬ 
derscoring that no client posi¬ 
tions were affected. 

Despite the colossal losses, 
the bank's chief executive Os¬ 
wald Gruebel said that he 
would not step down. 

The chief executive also 
shrugged off Socialist calls for 
his resignation as "all politi- 
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cal." 

Pressure has been mounting 
on Gruebel since the unautho¬ 
rised trades were uncovered. 

Yesterday, Swiss tabloid 
Blick ran a headline saying: 
"Herr Gruebel, time to say 
goodbye." 

The bank's honorary chair¬ 
man Nikolaus Senn told Swiss 
German television late Friday 
that he doubted that Gruebel 
could stay after the debacle. 

Senn said that adequate 
checks were not implemented 
and criticised Gruebel for his 
over-reliance on the controls 
system to uncover problems. 

For now, the bank has 
launched an internal probe on 
the case as well as on the ade¬ 
quacy of its control system. 

Ex-Morgan Stanley execu¬ 
tive David Sidwell will chair 
the panel probing the case. He 
is joined by former Swiss Re 
chief financial officer Ann 
Godbehere and Joseph Yam, 
ex-central banker of Hong 
Kong. 

All three are members of 
the bank's board of directors. 

Equities trader, 31-year-old 
Kweku Adoboli, was arrested 
in London in the early hours of 
September 15 on suspicion of 
the fraud. 

The bank said that the 
trader, who was working in the 
global synthetic equity busi¬ 
ness in London, had revealed 
the rogue trades on September 
14, after inquiries from the 
bank's control functions. 

The case has sparked de¬ 
bate in Switzerland about the 
future of investment banking, 
which was also at the root of 
UBS' colossal losses in the US 
subprime crisis. 

Former justice minister 
Christoph Blocher even sug¬ 
gested banning the business 
completely. 

"We must seriously look at 
whether one should ban invest¬ 
ment banking in commercial 
banks," the far-right politician 
told newspaper Son- 
ntagsZeitung in remarks pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 


Republicans cry ’class warfare' over 
millionaire tax 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
Leading Republicans yester¬ 
day spumed as "class warfare" 
an administration proposal 
dubbed "the Buffet rule" that 
would ensure millionaires are 
taxed at the same rate as the 
middle class. 

President Barack Obama 
will make the proposal today, 
picking up on a repeated com¬ 
plaint by billionaire investor 
Warren Buffett that he pays 
taxes at a lower rate than his 
secretary, White House offi¬ 
cials said. 

"If he's feeling guilty about 
it, I think he should send in a 
check," Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell of 
Buffet on NBC's "Meet the 
Press." "But we don't want to 
stagnate this economy by rais¬ 
ing taxes. 

Senator Lindsey Graham, a 
Republican from South Car¬ 
olina, dismissed "the Buffet 
rule" as "just a political move 
by the president." 

Increasing taxes on million¬ 
aires would add "a de minimis 
amount of money to the Treas¬ 
ury to pay off the debt," he said 
on CNN's "State of the Union" 
talk show. 

"Tax code should be re¬ 
formed for one purpose — ge¬ 
nerate jobs. When you say 
we'll tax one percent of the 
economy, that's class warfare," 
said Graham, who called for 
reforms that would eliminate 
deductions and flatten income 
tax rates overall. 

Echoing Graham, Repre¬ 
sentative Paul Ryan, a Repub¬ 
lican from Wisconsin, said the 
administration's proposal was 
"going in the wrong direction." 

"Class warfare... may make 
for really good politics but it 
makes a rotten economics," he 
said on "Fox News Sunday." 
"We don't need a system that 
seeks to divide people. We 
don't need a system that seeks 
to prey on people's fear, envy 
and anxiety." 

Some millionaires get a big 
break because investment 
gains — such as capital gains, 


dividends and "carried inter¬ 
est" compensation paid to in¬ 
vestment managers and hedge 
fund partners — are taxed at a 
lower rate than wages. 

They also only pay the So¬ 
cial Security payroll tax on the 
first $106,800 of their income, 
the cut-off point for the tax. 

Buffet, one of the world's 
richest men, has questioned the 
fairness of the system and sug¬ 
gested that the rich should be 
willing to pay more. 

Obama will unveil the tax 
hike as part of a broader an¬ 
nouncement at the White 
House on a long-term deficit 
reduction proposal. 

He will not indicate a spe¬ 
cific rate or provide other de¬ 
tails such as how much revenue 


the plan would raise, according 
to The New York Times, which 
first reported the story. 

A special joint congres¬ 
sional committee is working 
on a bipartisan budget deal due 
by late November amid a new 
row between Obama and Re¬ 
publican lawmakers over the 
president's jobs bill, after 
Obama said he would finance 
the plan by ending tax breaks 
for oil and gas firms and indi¬ 
viduals earning over $200,000. 

Republicans rejected the 
blueprint this week. 

The millionaires' rate would 
affect just 0.3 percent of tax¬ 
payers, or fewer than 450,000 
of the some 144 million returns 
filed for 2010, according to the 
Times.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Kara 
Kennedy, the 51-year old 
daughter of the late US senator 
and Democratic Party icon Ted 
Kennedy, died of an apparent 
heart attack, her family said 
Saturday. 

Kara Kennedy "suffered an 
apparent heart attack following 
her daily work out," the Ed¬ 
ward M. Kennedy Institute for 
the United States Senate said 
in a statement. 

Kennedy, who had battled 
lung cancer, died suddenly late 
Friday at a Washington-area 
health club after her daily 
workout. 

The oldest child of Ted 
Kennedy, who lost a battle to 
brain cancer in August 2009, 
Kara Kennedy is survived by 


her two teenage children, her 
mother, her brothers Ted Jr. 
and Patrick — a former Demo¬ 
cratic Congressman who re¬ 
tired in January — and her 
stepmother and stepsiblings. 


A filmmaker and television 
producer who had once 
worked at a Boston television 
station, Kennedy was a pro¬ 
ducer for Very Special Arts, a 
non profit organization 
founded by her aunt Jean 
Kennedy Smith. 

She was also a member of 
the National Organization on 
Fetal Alcohol Syndrome advi¬ 
sory board. 

"Kara was a warm and car¬ 
ing person," the Edward M. 
Kennedy Institute said. "Her 
magnificent strength in her 
successful battle with lung 
cancer was a quiet inspiration 
to all us and provided her fam¬ 
ily and fellow patients with 
hope."

PRATTVILLE (AFP) - Amer¬ 
ican Lexi Thompson became 
the youngest champion in the 
LPGA's 61-year history, the 
16-year-old prodigy firing a 
two-under par 70 on Sunday 
to capture the Navistar Classic 
by five strokes. 

Thompson, who is seven 
months and eight days be¬ 
yond her 16th birthday, fin¬ 
ished 72 holes on 17-under 
par 271 at the $1.3 million 
event to defeat compatriot 
Tiffany Joh five five shots 
and American Angela Stan¬ 
ford by six. 

American Marlene Hagge 
won the 18-hole Sarasota 
Open in 1952 just two weeks 
past her 18th birthday to be¬ 
come what had been the 
youngest LPGA champion. 

Thompson, who turned 
pro in June of last year, 
birdied the par-3 second and 
suddenly only playing part¬ 
ner Meena Lee of South 
Korea was within eight 
strokes of the lead, and Lee 
was six adrift. 

A birdie at the par-5 eighth 


gave Thompson a personal- 
record 20th birdie of the 
week. Lee birdied the ninth to 
stay within six but began the 
back nine with a bogey to 
leave Thompson seven clear 
of the field at 17-under. 

Thompson, who made 
only three bogeys in the first 
three rounds, stumbled with 
back-to-back bogeys at 11 
and 12, missing six-foot par 
putts on both holes as her 
lead shrank to five shots with 
six holes to play. 

Lee birdied the par-3 13th 
to move within four shots but 
faded as Joh charged into 
contention with a run of four 
birdies in a row through the 
15th hole to pull within three 
of Thompson. 

Thompson had led after 54 
holes earlier this year at Mo¬ 
bile, Alabama, and squan¬ 
dered the lead with a 


last-round nightmare to finish 
in a share of 19th. 

But Thompson made it 
clear that such bad memories 
were well in the past. After 
Joh had a short birdie miss at 
the par-3 16th, Thompson 
tapped-in for a birdie and 
sank another at 17 to seal the 
historic victory. 

"That was a big shot," 
Thompson said. "I knew I 
was playing pretty good 
lately. I had a few struggle 
ones but I came through here. 
I was just trying to make 
good shots and smart plays. 

After tapping in for par at 
18, Thompson raised her 
hands in victory and her fa¬ 
ther Scott, who also serves as 
her caddie, embraced her. 

"The feeling is unbeliev¬ 
able. I wanted to cry but I 
held back. It's awesome," 
Scott Thompson said.

As Nadal brushed aside fa¬ 
tigue from his US Open final 
loss to Djokovic, to win two of 
his side's semi-final rubbers, 
the tearful Serb collapsed on 
court in agony in Belgrade 
with back pain less than a 
week after his Flushing Mead-

Nadal slayed France's 
Jo-Wilfried Tsonga 6-0, 
6-2, 6-4 in Cordoba's 
bullring to secure the 
winning point after the 
world number two 
thrashed Richard Gas- 
quet 6-3, 6-0, 6-1 in Fri¬ 
day's opening rubber. 

"It's really unbelieve- 
able, the feelings are very, 
very emotional here 
today," said Nadal, who 
has a 18-1 win-loss record 
in Davis Cup and will 
compete in his sixth final. 

Fernando Verdasco 
completed the rout for 
the hosts when he beat Gas- 
quet 6-2, 6-1 in the final dead 
rubber. 

In Belgrade, Djokovic ad¬ 
mitted he had been carrying a 
back injury from the US 
Open as he retired while trail¬ 
ing 7-6 (7/5), 3-0 in the day’s 
first reverse singles to Juan 
Martin Del Potro. 

Djokovic, who missed the 
opening day's play, replaced 
Viktor Troicki in Sunday's 
line-up as captain Bogdan 
Obradovic tried to get the 
champions back into the tie 
in which they trailed 2-1 
overnight. 

"Of course I am very dis¬ 
appointed that the match 
ended this way," said the 
world number one. 

"I tried, but it did not 
work, I was not even 60 per¬ 
cent ready, but we have ac¬ 
cepted that risk although we 
knew that my injury could 
worsen," added Djokovic, 
who had needed treatment on 
his back during his US Open 
final win. 

It was only the third defeat 
in 67 matches this season for 
the Serb — two of them be¬ 
cause of retirements. 

Djokovic's absence on Fri¬ 
day had seen Serbia trail 2-0 
before Troicki and Nenad Zi- 
monjic defeated Juan Ignacio 
Chela and Juan Monaco 7-6
